like ourselves, thinking 
wrongly that peace is worth 
buying at — almost any 
price, listened to his wild 
ranting with growing dis- 
may. 

Now nobody outside Germany 
cares two straws what Hitler says 
For the free world has learnt that 
there is no limit to his malevo- 
lence, and no hope of peace again 
until this mad beast has been 
killed or caged. 

The only interest which now 
attaches to his speeches lies in 
their indication of his own fears. 
And latterly this indication has 
become so plain to us that we 
wonder how even the most 
fanatical of Nazis can fail to read 


its portent. 


OUR correspondent is by 
no means sure how far 
Hitler can still speak even 


for the Nazi Party. It is certain 
that for some months now he has 


not chosen—or, perhaps, not 
dared—to address a Nazi rally in 
person. 


Guesswork is useless in such cir- 
cumstances, for it is obvious that 
the “big bosses” under Hitler 
would continue to use him as 2 
figurehead even if they had per- 
sonally disowned his supremacy 

But the speech that was read in 
Hitler's name is significant enough 
in itself. It repeats the curious 
and almost frantic assertion that 
Germany will “ never capitulate’ 
and it adds the shocking threat 
that vanquished countries will be 
forced from now on to supply the 
Reich with “cannon fodder” for 
the front line. 

And yet German propaganda 
pretends that there is no shortage 
of man-power! And yet it admits, 
by implication at least, that the 
seven million forced labourers 
from foreign countries are a 
source of sabotage and a menace 
to its own loyal workers! 

Imagine, then, how little we 
have to fear from reluctant, con- 
scripted, foreign battalions if ever 
Adolf Hitler does, in fact, dare to 
put them into the line against our 
avenging arms!

J spreading disillusion and 
partly because the German 
man-power problen’ has become 
so perilously acute that Goebbels 
and his lesser broadcasters have 
switched over to a new line of 
propaganda for their home front. 

They are trying to “ put over” 
their latest demands upon the 
public and their more severe re- 
Strictions upon every kind of non- 
war activity by “ smelling out ” the 
shirkers and the grumblers in 
Germany itself. 

As usual, savage punishment is 
threatened to those who do not 
toe the Nazi line. “ All are subject 
to the same iron law,” shouts 
Rothenberger, under-secretary in 
the Ministry of Justice, and death 
will follow any serious infringe- 
ment. 

Cunningly it is suggested that 
there are some “ wicked elements 
outside the community of the 
nation "—fat, prosperous men who 
drink and dine too well; lazy rich 
women who buy cosmetics in the 
black markets. 

These are to be ruthlessly 
hounded down, and the stupid 
hard-worked, poorly-fed, overtaxed 
German masses, in their natural 
delight at the thought that a few 
profiteers will at last get their 
deserts, are expected to overlook 
the ruthless closing down of 
thousands of retail shops; the 
threatened increase of working 
hours and the harsher mobilisation 
of women and mere boys and girls.

OW long will the Nazi 
H ‘fanatics,’ whose frenzied 
zeal was first of all to 
line their own pockets and is now 
to save their own necks, continue 
to “get away” with this sort of 

blatant tub-thumping? 

We do not know, but there must

To imagine that Roosevelt and 
Churchill have failed to realise the 
urgency of giving help to Russia 
is to credit them with less com- 
mon-sense than the least of their 
critics. 

Whatever plans have been 
made, and however definite they 
may be, nobody could expect the 
Government to give any hint of 
them in advance. 

For it is clearly our policy to

Secret Of Fleet’s Power Is Soon To Be Revealed 


NAVY IS 


BEATING U-BOATS 


BY OUR NAVAL CORRESPONDENT 


A troopship arrives in Malta for the first time since the 
big blitz. Many of the troops crowding the decks are getting 
their first view of the far-famed and much-bombed island. 


There are many thiħgs, of 
course, that he cannot say, for 
he has no wish to give valuable 
information to the enemy.

In the sanatorium there was 
a little boy whom we will call 
Wladislaw. And before I go 
forward with my story I must 
go back and tell you something 
about him. 

* * * 

He was one of those children of 
genius that the Slavs seem to 
throw up from time to time....in 
spite of what the German race 
experts say about the sub- 
humanity of the lesser peoples. 

Wladislaw, aged seven, was an 
infant prodigy. He was born 
with a strange, incomprehensible 
talent for music. There is no way 
of accounting for such things. 

Certainly, it did not run in his 
family, for his father had been a 
small tradesman and his mother 
the daughter of a small trades- 
man: there never had been any- 
thing musical about the family, 
except that they rather liked 
music like everybody else. 

But the child Wladislaw demon- 
strated a certain flash of genius 
from his very beginnings. God 
knows how these things come; but 
when they do come they are very 
precious indeed. 

It is the flash from Beyond that 
makes man, in the end, rise 
towards the stars. 

As soon as he could talk Wladis- 
law used language simply in 
order to ask for music, as coher- 
ently as he could. They gave him 
a little toy fiddle. He taught him- 
self how to get tunes out of it.

The mother wept with joy at 
her good fortune in having such 
a son, then wept that his father 
had not lived to see it.

He played no game, breathed 
no fresh air, ate with reluctance, 
since eating took up time which 
might be devoted to his violin (a 
full-size one now).

His mother scarcely ate or slept, 
but spent all her available time 
worrying and inquiring, after the 
immemorial custom of mothers 
with sick children. 

They decided that in a year or 
so the boy Wladislaw might be let 
out. Then, with great care, he
